No. F. 12 ( 40 ) / 62 --F&CS.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
3 of the East Punjab Conirol of Bricks Supplies Act, 1949 (East Punjab 
Act No. 1 of’1949). as extended to the Union Territory of Delhi and all 
other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Chief Commissioner, Delhi 
is pleased to make the following order.

^ p-'kis order may be called the Delhi Bricks (Distribution, sale, 
Ifovement & Price) Control Order, 1962. 

(b) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of Delhi. 

(c) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this order, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner of 

Delhi. 

(b) “Consumer” means a person who acquires bricks for use in 

construction and not for transfer to any other person by sale 
or otherwise. 

(c) , “Director” means the Director of Food & Civil Supplies Delhi 

and includes the Assistant Director, Civil Supplies and the 
Civil Supplies Officer, Belhi. ' : ... ' 
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(d) “Export” means to take or cause to be taken out of the Union 
Territory of Delhi. 

(e) ‘Torm” means a form appended to this order. 

(ff ^amifacturer” means a person engaged in the business of 
production or manufacture of bricks in a kiln. 

3. No person shall exporter attempt to export or abet in the export of 
bricks except under and in* Accordance with a permit issued by the 


Director. 


4. No person shall sell or attempt to sell or abet the sale of bricks to 
any person other than a consumer and.at a.price in excess of the price 
specked in the schedule to this order -which have and shall be fixed 
keeping in view the following factors:— 

(i) cost of coal F.O.R. Delhi, 

(ii) transport charges of coal to kiln, .' • 

^iii) expenses incurred on sand, water and earth for- moulding^

Provided that a dealer other than manufacturer shall- sell 3rd classy 
bricks including ‘munjad’ (mis-shaped) brie?.a at a price not exceeding\ 
Rs: 3.00 nP per hundred at his business premises. , , . A 


Explanation —The decision of the Director as to which class a parti¬ 
cular stock of bricks belongs shall be final. On arriving at his decision 
the Director shall be guided by the specifications given in the schedule. 

5. The Director or any other officer authorised by him in writing jfj; 

this behalf may with a view to secure compliance with this order or 

satisfying himself that this order has been complied with:—

6. No manufacturer or dealer shell act in contravention of any direc¬ 
tions issued by the Director. k

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7. Every manufa;turer or dealer shall maintain a register giving an 
account of receipts and sales of bricks in form ‘A* and shall keep the 
register upto date and strike balances at the close of the day. 

8. Every manufacturer or dealer shall submit to the Director true 
fortnightly (1st to 15th and 16th to end of the month) “Stock and Sale”' 
and “Delivery” returns, in form ‘B’ and ‘C’ respectively, of each category 
of bricks, manufactured or received, as the case may be, so as to reach 
him within two days after the close of the fornight to which they relate; 

9. Every manufacturer or dealer shall, when so required by general or 
Special directions-by the Director, furnish truthfully and to the best of 
his knowledge such particulars relating to his kiln, dealing in bricks and 
stocks thereof as may be required. 


jO* A .drying any contravention of this order may direct that 
bricks in respect of which it is satisfied that such contravention has occur- 
ed shall be forfeited to the Government. 


.D\ The Director may by general or special order, in writing require 

any manufacturer^ dealer holding, stocks of bricks^ to sell such bricks on. 

permits Issued by him to such persons and in such manner as may be 


specified in such order.
